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From  January  1,  2001  to  December  31,  2001  the  Department  of  Analytical  Chemistry  at 
The  Connecticut  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  analyzed  1 93  samples  of  fertilizers  offered  for 
sale  in  Connecticut.  Samples  included  products  available  to  commercial  agricultural  operations 
as  well  as  products  for  household  use.  The  samples  were  collected  by  John  Schneider,  Steve 
Tatlock  and  Alton  Van  Dyke  of  the  Connecticut  Department  of  Agriculture  and  were  analyzed 
by  Craig  Musante  and  Mamie  Pyles  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  David  Stilwell. 

The  analyses  are  intended  to  determine  that  the  products  are  in  accordance  with  the  stated 
label  guarantees.  A  parameter  is  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory  if  the  laboratory-found  value  is 
below  the  label-guaranteed  value  by  more  than  the  permissible  percentage  established  by  the 
Association  of  American  Plant  Food  Control  Officials.  Products  from  28  manufacturers  are 
included  in  the  2001  survey.  Fifty-one  samples  (26.4%)  were  determined  to  be  deficient  in  one 
or  more  guaranteed  macronitrients  as  listed  in  Table  1 .  Specifically,  29  were  deficient  in 
nitrogen;  1 1  were  deficient  in  phosphorus;  and  23  were  deficient  in  potassium.  Deficiencies  are 
indicated  by  a  minus  (-)  sign  next  to  the  laboratory-found  percent  values  shown  in  the  columns 
headed  by  %F.  The  label-guaranteed  value  is  specified  in  the  columns  headed  by  %G. 

Of  the  77  samples  analyzed  for  micronutrients,  19  samples  were  deficient  in  one  or  more 
micronutrients.  The  results  of  the  micronutrient  analyses  are  summarized  in  Table  2.  All  results 
are  in  percent.  Deficiencies  are  indicated  by  a  minus  (-)  sign  next  to  the  laboratory-found 
micronutrient  values.
